On  wednefday  evening,  Mr.  Vanfitart^ 
e  of  .he  fecretaries  of  the  Treafury, 
\ited>n  the  lord  Mayor  from  the  Chan* 
<lor  of  the  Exchequer  to  reprefent 
tit  hi  Uajedy's  minillers  fully  expect- 
edheFench  would  attempt  an  imme- 
dia-  difent  on  this  Ifland  ;  that  many 
fealritgnen,  whofe  fervices  at  this  cri-  j 
lis  v\oud>e  invaluable,  had  taken  refuge, 
in  the  tit  to  avoid  being  preffed  ;  and 
to  reque  that  the  lord  Mayor  would  j 
permit  a  efs  pang,  under  any  circum- ! 
fiances  modification  which  the  City: 
iriagiitrat  could  fuggeft.  The  Lord' 
M  jyor  fa  he  could  not  give  an  anfwer  i 
till  he  to  the  opinion  of  his  brother  i 
rhagillrati;  and  for  this  pur  pole  he  Sum-  j 
■Boned  a  urt  of  Aldermen  to  meet  car- 1 
lgnext  f.  noon,  prior  to  the  court  of 
Cbraraon  IfcncU.  The  court,  in  confid- 1 
etation  ofie  impending  danger,  and  the 
handlome  inner  in  which  the  applica- 
tion had  bu  made,  rather  as  a  requeft 
to  the  Citjiagiltrates  for  and  in  the  de- 
■  fence  of  th  country,  than  a  mean  exer- 
eile  of  infimce  over  an  individual,  who 
might  bow  power,  begged  of  the  lurd 
Mayor  to  bk  the  warrants  for  a  fcionth, 
upon  the  erefs  condition  that  a  peace 
officer  (had  attend  every  party,  and 
that  freemi  and  houfe-holders  lhould 
not  be  takeaway  without  the  confent 
of  the  lord  layor.  The  lord  Mayor  and 
aldermen  pliged  themfelves  to  each  o- 
ther  not  toil'clofe  their  proceedings,  as 
publicity  wuld  defeat  the  very  object 
miniders  ha  in  view. 

So  greathdo  minillers  find  themfelves 
in  want  of  rr.i.thit  they  have  ordered 
one  hundrecpenfioners  from  the  Royal 
Hofpital  atGreenwich  to  be  drafted  on 
board  the  dferent  lliips  whrch  are  to  be 
flationed  as  oating  batterits  along  the 
e'oall.

While  an  htention  is  manifelted  of  in- 
vading the  euern  coalt  of  England,  Min- 
Hteri  have  Itpng  fut'picions  that  the  act- 
n  il  point  of  itiack  is  Ireland,  and  that 
the  threats  ag.iinlt  the  metropolis  are 
made  only  to  divert  our  attention  from 
thjf  re.il  object — We  are  affured  that 
'I^eyrand,  wiio  writes  and  fpeaks  good 
Bngl'rlh,  while  he  has  been  conducting  a 
negotiation  with  this  country,  has  alio 
been  managing  the  traiterous  correfpon- 
d.nce  with  dtSaffected  Britifli  Subjects. 
This  has  been  his  particular  department, 
and  it  h  is  proved  a  bufmefs  of  confider- 
able  ativity.  He  has  retired  from  it, 
not  in  difgrace,  as  it  has  been  reported, 
but  really  on  account  of  his  ill  health. 
B;fore  his  refcat,  however,  government 
intercepted  difpatches  from  him  in  cy- 
pher, bringing  over  in  a  Smuggling  veffel, 
and  a  large-reward  was  offered  in  cer- 
tain quarters  to  decypher  them,  but  with- 
out e;Fe\t:  We  are  affured  that  th*  Ja- 
cobin faction  in  particular  urges  the  in- 
vasion «|f  Fugttmd  ;  and  that  Buonaparte, 
eonfeious  of  the  hazard  of  the  enterprise, 
liitens  to  them  with  apprehenlion.  Car- 
not  has  the  mot  weight  with  him,  and 
A  igercau  'u  the  loudeft  in  calling  for  the 
«f xpediiio'.i.  Should  it  be  attempted, 
tint  geaeral  will  no  doubt  have  a  com- 
ma 1 1.  He  is  the  mod  remarkable  offi- 
ce/ in  the  fervice  of  Trance,  for  an  at- 
tachment to  fplendid  p  trade,  to  luxury 
and  extravagance,  and  he  may  be  weak 
enough  tornfe  thathe  will  beablc  to  indulge 
his  parti  ms  by  the  plunder  of  London; 
for  he  is  as  fivillow-hrained  as  he  is  olten- 
tatious — Miniders  have  rery  good  in- 


formation of  the  defigns  and  proceedings 
of  the  French  government.  They  fear 
to  Ireland  as  much  as  England,  and  it  is 
neceffary  to  prepare  in  both.  Mr.  Klyne 
an  Admiralty  meffenger,  was  difpatched 
at  a  late  hour  on  Thurfday  night  to  Ad- 
miral Gardner,  commander  in  chief  at 
Cork,  with  inftrucTions  for  the  defence  of 
the  Iiifli  coad.

The 
entrenched  camp  under  Cairo  is  of  the 
fame  force,  and  equally  capable  of  refift- 

Auguft  3. 

The  Hamburgh  mail  due  yefterday,  ar- 
rived this  morning  ;  a  meffenger  alfo  ar- 
rived. The  Constantinople  account  in- ! 
form  us,  that  the  whole  of  the  Britifh  \ 
and  Turkifh  force  confiding  of  general  j 
Hutchinfon's  army,  the  capt.  Pacha's  and  ; 
the  Grand  Vizier's,  have  joined  near  Ca- 1 
iro.  The  amount  of  this  force  is  dated  | 
at  42,000  men.  Againft  fuch  an  enemy, 
it  is  impoflible  that  Cairo  can  hold  out 
long. 

The  accounts  from  the  French  and 
Flemifh  coaits,  continue  to  talk  of  great 
military  and  naval  preparations.  At 
Boulogne,  Calais  &  Dunkirk,  there  are 
nearly  20,000  troops  affembled.  But 
thefe  accounts  confefs  that  our  cruifers 
keep  all  thefe  ports  in  a  ftate  of  blockade, 
and  form  a  cordon  from  Calais  to  Havre. 

We  underfhnd  that  difpatches  were 
received  by  government  this  morning 
from  Egypt  ;  but  their  contents  are  not- 
important. 

Constantinople \  June  28. 
The  whole  of  the  Turkifh  and  Englifh 
force,  which  has  formed  a  junction  againft 
the  French  at  Cairo,  is  eftimated  at  42, 
000  men.  A  corps  of  Englifh  under  ge- 
neral Hutchinfon,  has  likewife  joined  the 
army  of  the  grand  Vizier,  and  the  corps 
of  the  captain  Pacha.. 

Brussels,  July  23 
In  the  negotiation  for  peace  with  Eng- 
land, the  Firft  Gonial  it  is  underdood,  j 
infitts  efpecially  on  the  redoration  of  the  I 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  of  the  French 
flaps  taken  by  the  EngiHh  at  Toulon. 
Thefe  points  occafion  much  difficulty  on 
the  part  of  the  Englifh  Government.

It  is  truly  faid,  that  the  active  fpirit 
of  Lord  Nelfon,  not  confining  itfelf  to 
defenfive  operations,  would  attempt  and 
atcheive  Something  bold  and  decifive. 
On  Saturday  as  our  readers  know.  Lord 
Nelfon  failed  from  Deal  in  the  Medufa 
frigate,  with  a  divifion  of  gu:i-bo.it Jfcnd 
bomb-veffcls  for  the  coaftof  France^^)n 
Sunday  and  Monday  other  divilioffls  of 
gun-boats  followed,  and  the  whole  force 
was  colleited  and  concentrated  before 
Bologne  on  Monday  morning.  In  the  e- 
vening  his  lordfhip  flood  into  Bologne 
bay,  and  kept  working  off  and  on  until 
yeilerday  morning,  when  he  determined 
to  commence  the  attack.  It  began  ac- 
cording to  fome  accounts,  between  fix 
and  feven  o'clock,  other  accounts  ftate, 
that  it  began  a  quarter  before  eight. 
The  atmofphcre  was  fo  clear,  that  the 
bombardment  was  plainly  difcernable 
from  Dover  Heights,  which  were  croud- 


fd  tvith  thoufands  of  anxious  fpedlators  

Some  gentlemen  even  went  off  from 
Deal  to  Dove/  in  boats  to  fee  the  en- 
gagement more  nearly. 

No  officer  is  yet  arrived  from  Lord 
Nelfon,  and  no  official  particulars  had 
reached  the  admiralty  when  this  paper 
went  to  prefs.  It  is  reported,  however, 
and  we  are  inclined  to  give  credit  to  the 
rumor,  that  his  lordlhip  fucceeded  in  de- 
stroying moft  of  the  gun-boats  and  bomb- 
veffcls  in  the  harbour. 

The  town  of  Bologne  is  alfo  faid  to 
have  been  conliderably  damaged. 

OF  EGYPT. 
We  hear  of  20,000  French  troops  mar 
ching  from  the  Italian  States  to  the 
Southern  points  of  ibe  Neapolitan  terri- 
tory, in  May  and  June^  from  which  it  is 
intended  to  relieve  Egypt.

ghfh  fleet  confiding  of  5  fail  of  the 
lime*  and  two  higates,  and  Several 
veffele,  under  the  command  of  Sir 
James  Saumarcz,  got  under  weigh  from 
Gibraltar,  and  Stood  out,  with  the  wind 
at  the  eaftward,  with  an  intent  of  bring- 
ing the  French  and  Spanilh  lhips  to  acti- 
on, which  he  effected  at  about  11  or  13 
that  night.  One  of  the  Englifh  lhips  ran 
between  two  of  the  Spanilh  three  deck- 
ers, and  gave  each  of  them  a  broadlide, 
and  immediately  dropped  aftern.  The* 
two  Spaniards,  miltaking  each  other  for 
an  enemy's  Hup,  engaged  until  both  lhips 
blew  up,  and  out  of  2400  men  (the  com- 
:  pliment  of  both  fhips )  only  46  were  laved. 
1'he  battle  terminated  with  the  loSs  of 
one  Ship  on  the  French  Side,  belides  the 
two  three-deckers  which  blew  each  other 
up.  Capt.  M.  Saw  part  (two  being  mif- 
fing, which  perhaps  may  have  been  alfo 
blown  up,  or  captured;  of  the  Englifh 
tleet  arrive  at  Gibaltar,  m  quite  a  difabled' 
condition,  one  of  thsiu  being  completely 
dilniafted. 


BOSTON,  September  *>. 
FRENCH  TREATY  RATIFIED. 
A  letter  has  been  received  in  town, 
from  a  refpe&able  gentleman  in  Paris, 
(brought  by  the  Maryland  frigate)  which 
States,  "  That  he  had  that  moment  heen 
informed,  by  Mr.  Murray,  of  the  actual 
ratification  of  the  French  and  American 
Treaty  by  the  Chief  Conful." 

SALEM  September  10. 

By  Capt.  An.brofe  Martin,  of  the  ar- 
med fch.  Raven,  who  arrived  at  Marble- 
head  on  Monday  laft,  from  the  Mediter- 
ranean, we  have  been  politely  favored 
with  the  following  information  : 

Capt.  Martin  left  Leghorn  011  the  20th 
of  jane,  in  company  with  the  following 
armed  veffels,  viz.— fliip  Columbia,  Wait, 
of  Alexandria,  I2guns,and  40  men,  who 
acted  as  commedore  ;  Ship  Mechanic, 
Bound*,  of  Baltimore,  12  guns  and  34 
men,  ;  fchooner  Wafhington,  Folger,  of 
Philadelphia,  4  guns,  and  10  men  ;  brig 
Happy-Couple,  Wyeth,  of  New- York, 
7  guns,  and  18  men  with  a  de- 
termined refedution  to  force  their  way 
through  the  Mediterranean,  as  all  the 
Tripolitan  fleet  was  then  cruifing  in 
thofe  feas.  The  whole  fleet,  however, 
reached  Gibraltar  on  the  12th  day  of  Ju 
ly,  without  meeting  any  hoftile  Ship  on 
their  paffage.  Cap/.  Martin  found  the 
Tripolitan  Admiral's  fliip,  of  28  guns, 
and  300  men,  and  a'brig  of  14  guns,  and 
250  men,  at. Gibraltar,  when  he  arrived. 

The  American  Squadron  had  been  at 
Gibraltar,  but  had  Sailed  6  days  beSore 
capt.  Martin  arrived.  The  PreSident, 
Effex,  and  Experiment,  had  gone  up  the 
Mediterranean,  and  the  Philadelphia  was 
cruifing  in  the  mouth  of  the  Sraits,  to 
water,  the  motions  of  the  Tripolitan  ad- 
miral— who  told  commodore  Dale,  upon 
his  honor,  that  no  declaration  of  war  had 
been  made  by  the  Bafhaw  againft  the  Uni- 
ted  States — but  after  our  fquadron  left 
Gibraltar,  he  pofitively  declared,  that  the 
whole  intent  of  his  cruife  was  to  cap- 
lure  American  veffels.  The  Tripolitan 
admiral  at  firft  vauntingly  difplayed  his 
colors,  and  boldly  talked  of  capturing 
every  American  veffel  that  came  in  his 
way ;  but  in  a  few  days  afterwards,  the 
fcene  was  entirely  changed — the  Effex 
and  the  other  frigates  arrived,  and  the 
piratical  flag  was  no  longer  hoifted. — 
Thefe  pirates  will  not  now  dare  venture 
to  put  to  fea,  a*  they  would  foon  be  cap- 
tured by  the  Philadelphia — and  if  they 
remain  in  port,  their  profpect  of  fuccefs 
is  not  much  better,  for  having  500  men 
to  fupport,  and  not  being  abundantly  fur- 
nifhed with  provilions,  they  will  find  it 
almoft  impoflible  to  obtain  new  fupplies, 
as  the  Britilh  garrifon  affords  few  provi 
lions,  and  no  merchant  in  Gibraltar  will 
accept  their  bills  for  a  dollar— for,  how- 
ever some  might  be  difpofed  to  help  a 
brother  in  diftrefs,  yet  it  is  well  known, 
if  the  corfairs  are  captured,  the  Bey  of 
Tripoli  would  refufe  payment  of  their 
bills.  Thus  circumstanced,  we  cannot 
but  entertain  the  molt  Sanguine  expecta- 
tion of  their  falling  into  the  poffelfion 
of  our  fquadron,  when  we  hope  they  will 
be  funk,  or  burnt  at  Sea. 

Captain  Martin  informs,  that  on  the 
1 2th  of  July,  about  ten  o'clock,  A.  M. 
the  combined  French  and  Spanilh  fquad- 
rons,  conlifting  of  nine  fhips  of  the  line 
and  four  frigates,  got  under  weigh  from 
Algeziras  and  flood  out  of  the  bay, 
bound  for  Cadiz ;  at  1  P.  M.  the  En-

France  dill  holds  out  to  England  the 
threat  of  INVASION,  and  is  conftantly 
pouring  on  all  her  Atlantic  Shores,  im- 
menfe  bodies  of  her  chofen  veteran 
troops. 

England  furveyi  the  gathering  florin 
undaunted,  not  however  with  indiffer- 
ence flie    is  afl'embling  an  internal 

force  of  vaft  numbers,  who  are  exerciled 
in  every  manoeuvre  neceffary  to  repel 
an  invading  army,  and  her  fleets  on  eve- 
ry fide  display  their  Swelling  canval's,  ea- 
ger to  intercept  and  chaflife  the  temeri- 
ty of  the  expected  foe — nor  does  this  vi- 
gilance alone  fatisfy  the  impatient  ardor 
of  her  brave  tars — led  on  by  Nelfon  they 
have  broken  from  the  paflive  lyllem  of 
defence,  and  attacked  their  enemy  in  his 
ports  and  harbors,  feeking  Shelter  in  vain, 
behind  Sand-banks  and  rocks,  and  under 
a  mod  formidable  difplay  of  batteries. 
We  give  an  intereding  account  of  one  of 
thefe  actions,  and  it  will  be  feen  that  o- 
then  are  meditated.

GEORGE-TOWN,  September  18, 
The  returns  of  the  cenfus  of  the  Uni- 
States  are  now  all  made  except  from  the 
State  of  Tenneffee,  from  one  didrict  in, 
New- York  and  part  of  another  in  Mary- 
land. The  amount  of  our  population  ac- 
cording to  thefe  returns  is  5,064,801  ; 
of  which  number  4,089,190  are  free 
white  perfons,  868,768  Haves  and  105, 
843  thofe  who  come  under  the  denomina- 
tion of  "  all  other  perfons  except  Indians 
not  taxed."  It  is  judged  that  Tenneffee 
and  the  didricts  of  New- York  and  Mary- 
land from  which  the  returns  are  not  yet 
received  will  add  to  the  cenfus  about 
150,000  and  make  the  aggregate  5,214, 
801. 

The  population  of  the  United  States 
according  to  the  cenfus  of  '90  was  3, 
929,  336  ;  the  increafe  therefore  in  10 
years  has  been  about  1,285,47  5. 

The  whole  number  of  reprefentatives 
in  Congrefs  for  this  population  would 
be  according  to  the  prefent  ratio  about 
140. 

We  podpone  publishing  the  cenfus  un- 
til we  can  prefent  it  complete.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  16. 

The  document,  we  this  day  prefent  to 
our  readers,  ftating  the  prefent  populati 
on  of  the  United  States,  is  in  many  re 
fpects  highly  interefting.  It  dc-Bion 
ftrates  the  growing  prolperity  of  our 
country,  and  lliews  the  intimate  connecli- 
on  between  moral  principle  and  national 
advancement.  Whilft  almolt  every  nati- 
on of  Europe,  from  the  dominion  of  un- 
found  political  principles,  and  their  in- 
variable concomitants  of  war,  famine, 
luxury  and  vice,  arc  lofing  the  ftrength 
derived  from  numbers,  the  United 
States, under  the  protection  of  true  po- 
litical principles,  with  their  concomitants 
of  peace,  plenty,  frugality  and  virtue,  are 
gaining  numbers  in  a  ratio  unprecedented 
in  the  annals  of  any  other  people,  and 
even  furpafling  the  ("anguine  predictions 
of  enthuafts.  Were  all  nations  virtu- 
ous, it  would  not  perhaps  be  a  blefiing, 
and  certainly  it  would  not  be  efler.tial  to 
the  welfare  of  any  one  to  embrace  with- 
in its  limits  a  large  population.  But  fo 
long  as  power  is  created  by  numbers,  and 
fo  long  is  that  power  prone  to  abufe  by 
nations  who  poflefs  an  undue  (lure  of  it, 
unlufs  contouled  by  other  nations  of 
equal  power,  it  becomes  deeply  intereft- 
ing to  our  peace — and  on  it  drpends  our 
prolperity — to  have  at  our  command  a 
phylical  force  that  w]J|  reftain  by  its  ter- 
ror thofe  who  are  deaf  to  the  fuggeuions 
of  reafon.  It  conftitutes  our  national 
glory  that  in  our  infancy,  when  our  num- 
bers were  trifling,  the  energies  of  free- 
dom, guided  by  intelligence,  made  tyrants 
at  the  head  of  mighty  empires,  tremble  ; 
and  enabled  us  to  eftablifh  our  rights  on 
the  firm  foundations  of  independence  and 
truth.  What  we  atctieved  in  infancy 
claims  proteclion  from  our  riper  years. 
The  fpirit  which  in  1776,  animated,  lti!l 
glows  in  our  bofoms.  We  then  declared 
ourfelves  independent.  By  our  arms  we 
eftabliflied  our  independence.  At  this 
day  it  is  our  fecurity  that  thofe  principles 
which  made  us  independent,  are  held  ltill 
more  facred.  In  addition  to  the  power 
of  thofe  principles,  millions  of  citizens, 
then  unborn,  are  ready  to  defend  them 
from  all  aggreflion. 

By  thefe  great  acceflions  of  numbers 
we  not  only  ftrengthen  our  own  happi- 
nefs,  but  offer  a  ufeful  example  to  the 
whole  civilifed  world.  Nothing  is  truer 
than  that  nations  will  be  happy  if  they 
can.  Point  them  to  the  way  by  convinc- 
ing their  underftandings,  and  they  will 
purfucit.  What  then,  can  be  moreim- 
prelTive,  what  more  irrefiftible,  than  this 
example  of  a  nation,  whofe  population 
doubles  in  24  years?  Will  not  every  man 
who  knows  this  fact,  and  feels  its  force 
ceafe  to  doubt  the  connection  between 
national  and  individual  profperity  and 
republicanifm  ?  When  he  further  learns 
thefe  increafing  acceoions  of  numbers, 
are  accompanied  by  an  increafing  love  of 
republican  principles,  and  that  this  fa- 
cred regard,  daily  gaining  ground,  is  our 
ftrongeftfhiele  by  compelling  governments 
to  be  pacific,  ceconomical,  and  juft,  and 
rendering  citizens  enlightened  and  in- 
duftrious,  will  he  not,  animated  by  a  holy 
enthufiafm,  raife  his  voice  in  the  caufe  of 
rational  reform,  and  imitating  our  exam- 
ple, co-operate  with  his  fellow  men  in 
aohieving  it  ?  That  tyrants  may  dsfcend 
from  their  thrones,  that  nations  may  be 
free,  that  man  may  be  happy,  and  that  the 
world  may  live  in  peace  ;  thefe,  all  thefe 
interefting  effects  depend  upon  the  preva- 
lence of  republican  principles  ;  aid  un- 
til they  do  prevail  cxtenfively  in  Europe, 
her  raging  volcanoes  will  continue  to  me- 
nace us.

But  though  thia  be  the  abfolute  increafe 
the  reader,  on  caculation,  will  find  that 
there  is  proportional  decreafe  of  flaves 
compared  with  freemen,  of  about  56,000 
which  is  nearly  a  fifteenth  part.  Some 
deduction  however,  is  to  be  made  for  the 
dificient  returns. 

Theis  refult  folves  a  queftion,  which  is 
in  itfelf  highly  interefting,  and  which  has 
heretofore  been  very  differently  decided. 
It  eftabliflies  the  fact  that  the  relative 
numbers  of  ilaves  are  decreafing,  and 
that  too  with  a  rapidity  that  promifes  the 
happieft  effects.  It  proves  alio  that  the 
relative  total  of  blacks  whether  flaves  or 
free,  is  alfo  decreafing,  tho'  not  with  the 
fame  rapidity  as  the  flaves,  as  the  propor- 
tional diminution  of  the  flaves  will  be 
fenen  by  the  increafed  relative  number  of 
all  free  pcrfons  other  than  thofe  deligna- 
ted,  which  principally  arifes  from  manu- 
mitted flaves. 

We  have  haftily  fketched  the  above 
concife  view.  The  little  time  devoted 
to  it  may  not  infure  to  it  abfolute  preci- 
fion.

In  your  paper  of  yefterday  you  call  on 
Mr.  Gallatin,  Mr,  Ifrael  &  Mr  Duane, 
to  produce  proofs  of  the  defalcations  of 
certain  public  officers.

The 
books  from  which  the  accounts  Were  ta- 
ken, are  not,  nor  ever  were  in  the  hands, 
of  Monlisur  Gallatin  the  GenevanVnor 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jeffetfort,  the 
patriot  and  philofopheiv  they  were  cort- 
fumed  by  fire  ;  and  it  appears  by  the  re- 
i  port  of  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Uni- 


ted Stater,  that  not  a  veftige  of  them  re- 
mains. As  one  of  the  principals  con 
cerned  in  expofing  the  defalcations,  and 
mal-appropriations  of  the,  former  public 
agents,  which  neither  bribes  offered  nor 
threats  uttered  could  compel  me  to  con- 
ceal, I  folemnly  pledge  myfelf  to 
the  people  of  United  States,  if  permit- 
ted by  Mr.  Gallatin,  Secretary  of  the 
Treaulury,  to  have  accefsto  the  office  of 
Jofeph  Nourfe,  Efq.  Regilterof  the  Trea- 
fury, to  furnifli  the  molt  incontroverti- 
ble proofs  of  the  defalcations  in  the  ac- 
counts of  Timothv  Pickering,  late  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  the  U.  S. — and  of  Jo- 
nathan Dayton  now  a  Senator  in  Con- 
grefs,  and  of  many  other  in  the  fervice  of 
the  late  adminiltration,  whofe  names 
have  not  yet  been  made  puhlickly  known. 
In  fuch  cafe,  if  I  do  not  at  the  next  meet- 
ing of  congrefs,  furnifli  them  with  com- 
plete evidences  of  the  facts — then  I  will 
confent  to  incur  any  punilliment  or  fhame 
that  can  poffibly  be  u.flicted.  With  you 
I  agree  that  it  is  time  the  ml  irits  were  ar  - 
raigned at  the  bar  of  public  jultice  ;  but 
it  does  not  fallow,  as  they  are  not  yet 
brought  to  account,  that  Mr.  Gallatin 
and  Mr.  Jefferfon  are  equally  criminal. 
The  well  known  lenient  difpofition  of 
thofe  gentlemen,  would  prevent  them 
from  purfuing  Heps  of  a  rigorous  nature, 
tho'  jultice  demands  it;  but  the  perfon 
who  gave  the  challenge  fhuuld  know  that 
the  enquiry  properly  belongs  to  Congrefs.

Mr.  Pickering  did 
not  draw  half  a  million  of  dollars  from 
the  public,  treafury,  on  ar  count  of  the 
Barbary  powers:  the  fum  drawn  on  that 
account  was  three  hundred  and  feventy 
four  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety 
nine  dollars,  and  fixty  fix  cents,  of  which 
he  expended,  only  the  fum  of  twenty  fe- 
ven thoufand  and  fixty  three  dollars,  and 
twelve  cents,  in  five  years  and  three 
months  ;  leaving  a  balance  due  by  him 
to  the  United  Stales,  of  three  hundred 
and  forty  feven  thoufand,  feven  hundred 
and  thirty  fix  dollars,  and  feventy  four 
cents,  on  the  i5thSept.  1801  !  Whether 
this  detendion  of  public  money,  has  vio- 
lated Populations  of  the  United  States, 
and  fubjected  our  molt  enterprizing  and 
induftrious  citizens  to  all  the  horrors 
of  an  Algerine  ilavery,  it  is  to  beprefum- 
wil!  be  made  known  by  the  conltituted 
authorities  at  the  next  feffinn.
